THE  UGAIiDA   CRISIS 

About  n  ttonth  ago,  the  boys  of  Solwyn  House  hgd 
the  experience  of  benring  o  first  hnnci  account  of  the 
terrible  things  happening  in  the  African  country  of 
Uganda.   The  talk  was  long  and  full  of  fact,  but  it 
gave  an  in-depth  look  on  hunjan  nature,  and  proved  quite 
entertaining  to  the  boys  present.   The  man  frori,  Uganda, 
Hr.  X,  was  an  Asian  and  an  English  school  teacher  whose 
faL.ily  was  coiiipletcly  split  up.   Ho  explained  to  us  the 
history  of  the  problem. 

Uganda  is  a  small  country  in  the  central  part  of 
Arica.   It  is  a  beautiful  and  metropolitan  country.  Its 
population  is  made  up  of  Africans  and  Asians,  50,000  of 
which  are  of  Indian  origin.   It  used  to  be  part  of  the 
British  protectorate  but  they  soon  gained  their  independ- 
ence which  brought  on  many  problen-s.   There  are  about 
sixteen  Ugandan  tribes  which  are  continually  at  war  with 
each  other.   Another  old  problctij  was  that  of  all  the 
missionaries  from  England  who  wanted  to  convert  the  natives. 
Two  of  the  most  fatious  Englishmen  in  Ugandan  history  were 
Stanley  and  Livingston,  who  were  good  friends  with  the  king 
of  that  tiii.e.   In  19<36,  King  Hilton  Abote  was  kicked  out  of 
the  country  by  the  present  ruler  -  General  Idi  Amin.   Then 
the  whole  country  went  into  chaos.   He  was  just  a  big  man  who 
had  worked  his  way  up  through  the  army,   and  was  now  power 
greedy.   He  was  a  native  with  no  education  or  background 
and  he  promised  the  people  .that  ho  just  didn't  like  the  way 
things  had  been  run,'  and  that  things  would  soon  be  back  to 
normal.   The  old  king  fled  to  England  but  later  took  refuge 
in  Tanzania.   The  whole  of  Uganda,  however,  was  soon  in  a  real 
mess  and  a  bloody  conflict  began.   The  Big  m.an,  from  the 
northern  part  of  Uganda,  which  is  semi-desert  under  develop- 
nent,  saw  the  need  for  international  support.   He  offered 
jobs  to  foreign  investors,  since  Uganda,  even  then,  had  a 
very  small  national  economy.   After  all,  there  are  over 
10,000,000  people  and  their  only  cash  crops  are  cotton  and 
coffee.   Ai;,ericans,  British  and  Igraelis  wanted  to  help  him 
at  first. 

The  Asians  had  developed  a  very  strong  economic  system; 
most  of  them  being  quite  well-off  businessmen,  but  Idi  Amin 
did  not  want  to  give  up  his  power  to  these  people.   He  wanted 
no  part  in  a  deniocratic  way  and  he  killed  anyone  who  spoke 
out  against  him  -  which  is  greatly  different  than  our  ways 
in  Canada  where  we  have  the  power  of  free  speech.   The  tribe 
of  the  first  king  ran  off  to  Tanzania  and  created  a  gorilla 
group  which  frequently  attacks  the  Ugandan  army  of  Idi  Amin. 

ilany  of  the  tribes  and  people  of  Uganda  were  getting 
fed  up  with  Amin.   He  saw  this,  and  so  ho  had  to  think  of 
something  that  would  make  most  of  the  people  happy  and  unite 
them  under  him.   So  he  chose  the  L.inority  of  Asians  as  a 
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scnpcgOTtbccnusc  they  were  n  different  r':!ce  ind  in  eccnoniic 
nnd  sociol  unit.   He  stnrtednnti-Asiin  propogindn  calling 
thoTii  exploiters  who  didn't  let  the  Africans  toko  care  of 
thoiiiselves  ond  so  they  bad  to  be  gotten  rid  of. 

Prior  to  this,  he  had  already  expelled  the  Israelis 
because  they  had  refused  to  supply  hiLi  with  arri,3  with  which 
he  wished  to  attack  the  neighbouring  country  of  Tanzania, 
where  the  old  kinj  was  living. 

The  Asians  heard  Aihin's  announcement  about  three 
nionths  ago  and  were  given  three  r.,onths  to  get  out  of  the 
country  or  they  would  be  "sitting  on  fire".   He  created 
torture  canps  for  all  the  prisoners  who  did  not  leave. 
Sotje  Asians  took  up  Ugandan  citizenships  and  others  retained 
their  British  one.   The  Asians  forefathers  had  coiue  to  Uganda 
and  now  these  people  had  no  where  else  to  go.   The  arrny  was 
very  brutal  with  these  people  and  the  Asians  always  had  to 
show  their  documents  to  the  authorities  in  order  to  get  out 
of  the  country,  or  to  stay  alive.   I'lany  people  were  not  allow- 
ed to  leave  for  ridiculous  reasons.   For  instance,  one  person 
couldn't  leave  because  his  birth  certificate  was  rhissing  a 
page  nuiuber.   People  lived  in  constant  fear  of  the  aru-y  of 
thugs  with  which  there  were  not  much  difference.   Once  souje 
soldiers  stormed  a  man's  house,  stole  everything,  including 
his  luggage  which  he  was  about  to  take  with  him  to  India,  and 
as  punishment,  they  cut  off  all  of  his  fingers.   Such  evil 
actions  were  the  main  reason  for  which  other  countries  like 
Canada  came  to  the  Asians  rescue. 

Canada,  amongst  many  other  countries,  has  said  that 
she  will  bring  about  5tOOO  people  to  safety  and  jobs.   PeoDle 
were  continually  afraid  of  the  soldiers  in  the  Ugandan  air- 
ports until  they  were  safely  on  board  the  planes  where  they 
were  treated  very  nicely.   Idi  AxAn   is  not  supported  by  every 
one  in  his  country,  however,  the  Asians  obviously  hate  hirn  - 
half  of  his  army  are  kind  to  these  people  because  they  are 
still  loyal  to  the  old  king  who  is  still  alive  and  many  tribes 
are  displeased  with  his  ways.  His  main  power  is,  or  was,  in 
his  propaganda  work.    Every  day  he  makes  great  abuses  about 
the  Asians  over  the  radio.   The  ignorant  natives,  who  can  just 
afford  a  transistor  radio,  don't  know  what  else  to  believe. 
One  of  his  methods  is  that  before  every  newscast  on  the  radio, 
there  are  great  songs  of  praise  for  him  played,  which  tends  to 
brainwash  these  poor  people. 

But  little  by  little  more  Africans  are  getting  angry 
with  him,  however,  as  yet  there  have  been  no  assassination 
attempts.   Alt-ost  all  the  shops  are  closed  which  makes  the 
people  angry  because  now  they  can't  buy  anyting  in  the  stores, 
that  the  Asians  used  to  own.   liuch  of  the  arr.,y  is  fleeing  to 
join  the  gorilla  group,  Amin  still  holds  much  power  over  the 
army.   'Jhat  he  has  done  is  to  give  all  the  key  nositions  in 
the  army  to  the  members  of  his  tribe   The  economy  in  Uganda 
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hns  cor.pletoly  stopper',  n.ninly  becnuso  nliiiOst  nil  the 
professiomls  hiv^  left.   HosDitnls  hnve  tIso  stopped, 
except  for  sevenl  doctors  who  are  not  pern.itted  to 
le.-^ve  the  country.   The  mtives  md  other  people  do  not 
like  this  becnuse  they  c?n't  get  nny  uedicnl  care.   Ai.in 
h?s  tried  to  xnnke   nllinnces  with  TnnzTnin  and  Kenya  but 
Tanzania  refused  to  have  anything  to  do  with  hii.i  and  Kenya 
does  not  want  to  get  involved.  But  Idi  Ai.an  also  has  methods 
of  getting  rid  of  Asians  -  i.iany  are  padlocked  into  trains, 
arc  treated  like  cattle,  sent  to  Ilorubasa  in  Kenya,  and  then 
by  ship  are  sent  on  to  India. 

Host  of  these  people  after  they  have  reached  safety 
in  other  lands,  will  never  want  to  return  again  to  Uganda  - 
Ciony  have  received  only  one-way  tickets  and  it  will  take  a 
long  tiLie  for  Uganda's  econoi.-y  to  revive.   Several  countries 
have  taken  in  the  Asians.   Beside  Canad,  there  is  the  U.S.A., 
which  has  agreed  to  take  in  1,000  people  and  there  is  also 
Sweden,  Switzerland  and  South  Ai.,erica. 

The  irony  about  the  crisis  is  that  for  years  the 
Ugandans  have  criticized  South  African  pred judicisiii  where 
all  people  have  to  go  around  with  special  little  cards.   I>-ow 
the  very  saoie  thing  is  happening  in  Uganda.   The  econoi.iy  in 
Uganda  will  live  on  for  another  little  while  on  the  looting 
of  deserted  hon,es  and  on  these  people's  i.:oney.   Host  other 
countries  have  lost  all  interest  in  Uganda.   The  only  real 
friend  that  Arjin  has  is  the  kinp  of  Libya.   For  soi:.e  reason 
they  have  entered  into  alliance  and  Libya  being  the  rich 
country  it  is  because  of  its  vast  oil  supply,  has  acted  as 
a  crutch  for  Uganda. 

As  the  discussion  drew  to  a  close  we  learned  alittle 
about  the  speaker's  personal  troubles.   His  parents  had  been 
granted  their  Ugandan  citizenships  and  he  will  never  see  theia 
again.   His  two  brothers  were  ii,ade  stateless  and  he  has  no 
information  about  ther...   This  talk  was  of  great  benefit  because 
it  showed  that  nian  uust  live  in  peace  in  order  to  succeed.

THE  COIIPUTSR  TALK  -  With  ilR,  I4AZZA 


On  Deceuber  8,  Hr.  Ilazza  caue  to  our  School  to  lecture 
us  on  coLiputers,   He  brought  with  hir.,  a  coL.puter  disc  and  tape 
and  other  things  to  liven^his  talk.   He  told  us  that  couputers 
are  ijade  of  three  units  which  are  the  input  unit,  the  central 
processing  unit,  and  the  output  unit.   The  input  unit  is  our 
way  of  talking  with  the  coiiputer.  This  is  done  through  punch 
cards,  tapes,  discs,  and  other  things.   On  the  tape  Hr.  llazza 
showed  us,  the  entire  contents  of  an  average  size  encyclopedia 
could  be  iijprinted. 

After  talking  about  the  input  unit,  Mr.  Ilozza  lectured 
us  on  the  central  processing  unit  and  the  output  unit.   The _ 
central  processing  unit  is  i.-ade  of  a  i.,ei.,ory  and  an  arithL,etic 
unit.   The  output  unit  is  the  coi-puter's  way  of  answering  us. 
This  is  made  up  of  tapes,  discs,  cards,  printers,  etc.   3or.,e 
printers  print  out  at  the  the  speed  of  2,000  lines  a  i.inute. 

V/hen  Mr.  Ilazza  finished  talking  about  the  i^echanics 
of  coijputers,  he  told  us  soi^e  facts  about  the  speed  of 
cor.puters.
